THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1955-56 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Errol: 

It  is  a  pleasnre  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Errol.  Financial  data,  except 
thp  budp-et.  included  in  this  report  is  for  the  fiscal  year 
1954-55.  Statistical  information  is  for  the  current  year  and 
is  corrected  up  to  the  time  of  publication. 

The  teaching'  force  in  the  current  year  is  the  same  as 
last  except  that  Mrs.  Esther  Bean  has  replaced  Mrs.  Carlotta 
Hart  in  the  4th  to  6th  grade  room.  Mrs.  Bean  has  had  a  num- 
ber of  years  of  successful  teaching  both  in  Errol  and  other 
towns.  Her  return  to  Errol  School  assures  us  of  continued 
good  teaching  in  these  grades. 

The  grade  placement  chart  given  below  shows  that  of  the 
comparatively  large  class  we  had  in  the  8th  grade  last  year 
twelve  entered  High  School.  This  has  made  for  a  more  satis- 
factory school  and  a  better  learning  situation.  Total  enroll- 
ment in  the  whole  school  is  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year.

Berlin  High  School  niuler  the  Area  School  Program. 

Every  ett'ort  is  being  made  to  have  some  musical  training 
included  in  the  school  program.  Distance  from  other  school 
centers  makes  it  difficult  to  share  a  teacher  part-time  and 
there  is  not  enough  work  for  a  full  time  teacher.  The  Board 
plans  further  study  and  planning  in  this  matter. 

During  the  current  year  the  building  has  been  painted 
on  the  outside  and  a  number  of  minor  repairs  have  been  made. 
Tlie  driveway  was  rebuilt  and  lawn  graded.  The  building  and 
grounds  are  in  excellent  repair  except  the  surface  of  the  ten- 
nis court.  Funds  have  been  included  in  the  budget  to  resurface 
tills  area  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  Hot  Lnnch  Program  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
AFargaret  Hawkins  and  Miss  Gloria  Porter  has  continued  to 
serve  excellent  lunches  to  an  average  of  55  pupils  per  day. 

Within  the  limits  of  the  small  school  program  thanks  to 
good  teachers  and  an  interested  and  active  School  Board  the 
children  of  Errol  and  the  tuition  towns  have  very  good  school- 
ing.   Tt  is  a  pleasure  to  work  v.'ith  such  a  group.
